J.H. BLETHEN, EX-MAYOR 


OF OAKLAND, DIES AT 81 


Former Prominent Figure In Local Public 


Life Came to California in the 


Year 1649.

Although advanced in years, Mr. Blethen 


continued active almost to the last, but 
of course he was not able to take as! 
much interest In prhate or public affairs 
as was his wont when he was among the 
leading contractors and publicists In this 
section. He survived some of the most 
taring times in the political history, not 
alone, of Oakland, but also of California, 
as he also has all the men "who were 
pitted agaJnst him In the political world 
of more- than a generation ago. 
Came West in '49 


Mr. Blethen was a native of Maine. He 


came to California in 1849 and settled in 
San Francisco, whera lie opened up a 
shop as a contractor and builder. About 
fifty years ago he moved to Brooklyn 
township in this county and established 
a home In the vicinity of what has since 
become known as tho head of Frultvale 
avenns. After remaining there for some 
tlmo he moved to Oakland and opened in 
tho contracting business in 1S67. In the 
following year he formed a co-partner- 
ship -with V. P, Perry and, under the firm 
name of Blethen & Perry, tha two estab- 
lished and for many years conducted the 
Pioneer Planing Mills at the corner of 
Broadway and First street In 1S76 Perry 


and Blethen managed the business 


and, almost In tho height of the Kearney 
anti-Chinese exeitement, a man namec 
Andrus was nominated for the position 
of Mayor of this elty 
Blothen was nom 


inated in opposition by ihe Republican 
and was elected by a largo majority. In 
those times, the mayors of this city wei 
elected yearly. 
Blethen did not reeelv 


the endorsement of the party which ha< 
first nominated and elected him, but the 
next year he accepted the nomination o 
the Democrats and ian against Henri 
Vrooman, then a political power in this 
city, and succeeded in being returned a: 
his own successor In the mayoralty. •

Urges Co-Qperation 


"My mission to? the Coast this year la 
to secure the co-operation of those cities 
that ha-ve not heretofoie united In the 
Congress in its flght When the policy 
of a definite appropriation has been es- 
tablished the Pacific Coast will reap as 
great a benefit as any part of the coun- 
try 
Work on the harbors at San Diego 


San Pedro, Oakland, Humboldt bay, Port-

President Outlines Plans For 


Placing Tax on the 


Trusts 


INCOMES'LESS THAN 


$5000 NOT TAXED 


Drastic Features Proposed by 


Taft in Handling Gigantic 


Concerns 


WASHINGTON, 
June 
K —President 
Taft's plan for a tax on corporations and. 
the incidental control of these corpora- 
tions through publicity was outlined in 
its entirety last night at the White 
House, where the President summoned 
in conference the Republican members of 
the Senate FJnance Committee. Attor- 
ney General Wlekereham and Senatdr 
Bllhu Root, Joint authors of the pro- 
posed law, were also piesent at the con- 
ference 


It is a more drastic measure than any 


of the forecasts have made it appear 
Complete publicity of- all the financial 
operations of the biff corporations is pro- 
vided for, and the bill carries a penalty 
in the shape of both fine and imprison- 
ment for any corporation official who 
makes a false return to the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, to whom will be 
entrusted the collection of the proposed 
tax. 
, 


Here Is the Plan 


The definite aim of the plan is to col- 
lect an excise ta-<: of two per cent on 
the net Income of corporations. By net 
Income under the terms of the bill, is 
meant the balance that is left after de- 
ducting ordinary expenses of the corpor- 
ation—maintenance and operation and In- 
terest actually paid on bonded or other 
Indebtedness 


This means that 1>onds win ba ex- 


cluded from taxation, but it mill ba ex- 
plained on the floor of the Senate at the 
proper time that this exception Is made 
to prevent the stockholders from being 
subjected to dual taxation. 
Full Tax Return * 


The corporation will be compelled to 


include in a statement to the govern- 
ment the amount of all sums paid within 
the year for federal, state, county or city 
taxes and these amounts will be included 
in the gross earnings of the company, 
but deducted from the final amount on 
which the government tax of 2 per cent 
will have to be paid 


It is the publicity feature of the plan 


to which the President has given- the 
greatest attention. This feature is de- 
clared by his friends who may be de- 
scribed as belonging to the Roosevelt 
group of Senators to be as complete and 
comprehensive as it is possible to de- 
vise.. 


Another important feature is the fact, 
as has previously been pointed out .in 
these dispatches, that all corporations 
whose net income is lees than J5.000 per 
jear shall be exempt from the payment 
of the tax. Not even these corporations, 
however, will be exempt from reporting 
their gross and net incomes to the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue. 


All Must Make Report 


AH must report alike, and the Com- 


missioner, in assessing the tax, will see 
to the exemption of those who fall within 
the $5,000 proviso 
This plan has been 


devised In order to secure publicity as 
regards every corporation 


To avoid the constitutional restriction 
against unequal taxation which might 
be urged against the exemption of the 
smaller corporations tliat do not earn 
more than $5,000 a year, the law will 
piovide that no corporation shall pay a 
tax on the first $6,000 of Its profits. That 
ii to say, a corporation whose net in- 
come is only $5,000 per year wilt pay no 
tax at all, a corporation whose net in- 
come is $10,000 will pay a tax on $5,000, 
and so on.

San Francisco's Bond Election. 


Of the nine bond propositions voted upon yes- 


terday by the electors of San Francisco, aggre- 
gating $£11,005,000 in value, only one received the 
necessary two-thirds majority to carry, namely,. 
a $600,000 bonded indebtedness for a polytechnic 
high school 'building. That carried with nearly 
two thousand votes to spare. With the exception 
of the proposition to incur an indebtedness of 
$160,000 for a detention home for juvenile offend- 
ers, the eight propositions which failed to get the 
necessary two-thirds vote were for what may be 
fairly described as municipal ornamentations— 
parks, playgrounds and the establishment of an 
esthetic civic center, 
involved a proposed 


The latter 


indebtedness 


proposition 
of 
3,480,- 


000, most of this was for the purchase of land. 
The civic center proposition was sponsored by 
Rudolph Spreckels and James D. Phelan and v.as 
their pet scheme, and this fact undoubtedly con- 
tributed chiefly to its defeat and to the defeat of 
the other measures for the beautifying of the city. 
In all probability, if Spreckels and Phelan, who 
dominate the present administration, had not 
been 
so conspicuously associated with these 


schemes of municipal adornment, most, if not all, 
of them would have carried. The vote on the civic 
center proposition was, in fact, a direct rebuke to 
both of these men, for it was the most badly 
beaten of all of the eight which were defeated. It 
received a bare majority of only 1200 votes. 


0/7 and Macadam Roads. 


The Street Department and the Board of Pub- 


lic Works have joined in an application to the City 
Council for an appropriation to test a new scheme 
of combining crude oil and -macadam in road- 
making. It is recognized generally by road-mak- 
ers that the combination is a good one, provided 
the macadam is thoroughly soaked with the oil. 
Once the combination is formed, the result is a 
durable roadbed, dustless in summer and- mudless 
in winter. Whenever that result has been ob- 
tained .an ideal highway for the carrying of ordi- 
nary weights is produced. The wear on the sur- 
face roadway once constructed has been reduced 
to a minimum and so also the cost of maintenance 
in repair. 


The nroblem that road-makers have been try- 


.ing to solve is the best, cheapest and least offens- 
ive method of applying the oil to the macadamized 
roadbed. The earlier experiments with oil was 
by the saturation of the surface of natural roads 
•with it. That was the plan adopted in the south- 
ern counties and in the San Joaquin valley in nat- 
ural road improvement. -While not wholly free 
from objection once the oil set the purpose for 
which it was used was accomplished. The oil com- 
bined with the soil, caked and made a hard, 
smooth, dustless and mudless surface, possessing 
also durable qualities. In Alameda the treatment 
of macadamized roads in the same way have pro- 
duced .good results. 


In the experiments in progress on the Scenic 


Foothill Boulevard a new method of treatment has 
•been adopted, namely, to plow the surface of ma- 
cadam, sprinkle it freely with oil and roll it back 
into place. Evidently the Oakland Street Depart- 
ment and the Board of Public Works have reason- 
ably reached the conclusion that if the macadam 
is saturated with oil before laying and after being 
spread as desired and rolled to form a smooth sur- 
face a .perfect roadbed can be more quickly and 
economically made than by any other process. The 
suggestion is so sensible and simple that the won- 
der of it all is it was not thought of earlier. 


Easfern Interest in Oakland. 


On his return from a few weeks' vacation 


spent in visiting Eastern cities Secretary Stearns 
of the Oakland Chamber of Commerce reports a 
lively interest being displayed among Eastern bus- 
iness men and financiers in Oakland's develop- 
ment.

The promotion work carried on in Oak- 
land's interest during the past three or four years 
and the spirit of progressivencss which has been 
displayed in practical form—in self-improvement, 
growth of population, business activity, increase 
in commerce, multiplication of important indus- 
tries, the investment of from $7,000,000 to $9,000,- 
000 a year in- new building and the spending of 
vast sums of money by the public service corpora- 
tions for new permanent improvements and the 
general expansion of their facilities—is beginning 
to tell. Oakland has ceased to be classed as a su- 
burban city of 40,000 or 50,000 inhabitants; but is 
now listed abroad in the rank of the metropolitan 
cities .of the country of 235,000 population and up- 
wards. 
Oakland has thus attained a position 


among Eastern moneyed men as one of the safest 
cities for investment on the continent. The future 
promises to keep this class of investors, busy 
watching Oakland's growth for a long time to 
.come.

One of the most unique and suggestive street 


demonstrations ever witnessed in Oakland was 
that furnished yesterday afternoon by the street 
parade of the San Jose boosters following their 
invasion of the city to advertise the big three days' 
celebration to be held at their home city July 3, 4 
and 5.

Them 


MISS DAVIS BARRICADES 


DOORS; CALLS FOR HELP 


Orientals Frustrated After Trip 


to Berkeley to Get Maids 


Back 


BERKELEY. June 23.—Attempting the 


racapture of five Chinese slave sirls that 
had been taken in the morning by a, posse 
of police under the direction of -Miss 
Carrie Do,vls, head of the Methodist Ori- 
ental Mission In Berkeley, the mission at 
1918 
University avenue was quietly sur- 


rounded bv a large band of Chinese yes- 
terday afternoon and a few of their num- 
ber delegated to enter the house and 
secure the young girls. Miss Davis, who 
had been on the alert for trouble of thlb 
kind, was only able to frustrate the In- 
furiated slave d«alers after a desperate 
struggle. 


When she noticed the gathering crowd 


of Chinese surrounding the house Miss 
Dm-is immediately barricaded the door 
and at the same time looked the slave 
glrlr In an inner room, fearing that they 
would not appreciate that they were In 
good hands and might take the side of 
the slave dealers In the struggle. 
Try to Force Door 


Six burly Orientals knocked at the 


door, demanding an audience with "tin 
lady." Miss Davis opened a wmdow at 
the side of the house and askejl them 
their business, which they refused -to 
state except in a private Interview within 
doors. 
Miss Davis Informed them that 


their demand would not be granted They 
then attempted to frighten her Into giving 
up the rescued sla\ e girls, but Miss Davis 
remained firm. She ordered them to leave 
the premises. 
Thev replied by going 


In a body to the front door and trying 
to force it open with their combined 
weight. 
When Miss Davis realized that 


the flimsv door would not hold together 
much longer under the strain she went 
to the side window amd shouted for as- 
sistance. 
Several passers-by were at- 


tracted by her cries and rushed to her 
aid, the Chinese ileelng. Chase was given 
for a short wav, but the Orientals dis- 
appeared In the back entrance of a wash- 
house on Berkeley way. They ar ethought 
to be argents of Jue Lock, a notorious 
Chinese slave dealer, whose house at Har- 
rison and Second stieets, Oakland, was 
raided yesterday morning. 
Girls Are Rescued 


Miss Davis Informed the authorities 


Monday afternoon that she knew of the 
imprisonment of five Chinese slave girls 
in Jue Lock's establishment 
The utmost 


care was taken in keeping the nrld a 
secret. 
Miss Davis and United State? 


Commissioner of Immigration de la Torre 
conducted the raid, with the aid of four 
patrolmen detailed by Captain Petersen 
of the Oakland police department. Miss 
Clara Palmer of the mission and two 
Chinese girls accompanied the raiders. 


The hous.e was surrounded and patrol— 


men placed on the roof, the Inmates hav- 
ing no knowledge of the proximity of the 
authorities. All of the entrances of the 
den were guarded and the rush for the 
main doonvay was then made. The Chi- 
nese offered stout resistance and It was 
necessary to burst in the door before an 
entrance could be effected. 
Five Slaves Found 


The five slave girls were discovered 


nnd placed In the care of Miss Davis 
They cried bitterly at their capture, not 
realizing that their condition was to be 
improved and thinking that they had been 
snatched from the claws of the slave 
dealers only to be confronted with a 
worse ordaal. 
They could not be com- 


forted until taken to Berkeley, where 
the raid was explained to them. 


Jue Lock cleverly made his escape upon 
the appearance 
of 
the 
police and a 


thorough search of the den failed to lo- 
cate him. Two old women and a cook, 
with several men, were the only occupants 
of the place except the five girls. 
Jue 


Lock, 
owner of the 
slave girls, 
is 


said by Miss Davis to be one of' the 
most notoriously cruel and unscrupulous 
characters of his kind. He was arrested 
in Los Angeles and held In custody for 
one year, but made his escape to again 
pursue his trade In young Chinese girls. 
'The five taken from the evil establish- 
ment are Tu Ah Chow, How Chow, Gung 
Hung Sue, How Moy amJ Gung Ah Tow. 
They will re held at the local mission for 
a few days, pending the decision of Miss 
Davis as to their disposition.

BERKELEY, June 23.—The large num 
ber of bids submitted for improvement: 
In the school buildings of Berkelej tha 
were called for some weeks ago by t'a< 
Berkeley Board of Education, were re 
jected unopened upon the advice of At 
torney H. Burpee, of the district's at. 
torney's office in Oakland, who advtsei 
the board that they would be liable ti 
bring the town Into a suit. 
Assistan 
City Clerk Walter Seaborn advised lh< 
board that a new Uiw had gone Into effec 
last Monday, in whi :h the exact manne 
In which boards of education throughou 
the state shall call for bids for all kinds 
of work Is prescribed by the legislature 
He Informed them tliat the board hac 
not compiled with the provisions of th 
new law. 


Attorney Burpee cited a similar case 
wheie disgruntled bidders had broug'.i 
suit when bids weio opened, the call no 
being Issued according to the provisions 
of the new law, and upon his advice the 
board decided to loaw rhe bids unopened 
and to let the new school directors Issue 
a new call In accoulance with the new 
law. 


President E. P. Lewis of the board is- 
sued a comprehensive icport of the policy 
of the old board and tilling of their woik 
in the past year. His report in part Is as 
follows: 


"Hhe 
public cannot 
be 
too 
often 
reminded of the growing need for plav- 
grounds 
This board has made temtor- 
ary provision bv leasing for four years 
a fully equipped athletic Held on Grove 
street, which has been in constant use 
during the past year 
It Is to be hoped 
that before the expiration of this lease 
permanent provision will be made for 
several playgrounds, which will include 
amusements for smaller children. 
Medical Supervision 


"The great importance of medical su- 
pervision of school children 
has 
been 
demonstrated b'- medical authorities all 
over the world, and In many of our 
cities a. thorough system of inspection 
has been adopted. 
Only in this way 
can thp average child be safeguarded 
against physical disabilities, which mav 
wreck his life If not taken in time. This 
board has recognized the desirability of 
such inspection, but for financial reasons 
has been unable to do more than to je- 
cure the services for part of the time 
of Miss Bertha Wright, the district nurse 
employed by the local charity organiza- 
tion. 
She reports suspicious cases to 
physicians who have volunteered their 
services, and sees that proper attention 
Is given to those children at their homes. 
In High Sshools 


"In the high si-hool the question of 
porper discipline and moral control be- 
comes more difficult as the pupils In- 
crease in numbers. 
The most whole- 
some restraint would undoubtedly 
be 
achieved thorugh a better developed feel- 
ing of personal responsibility on the part 
of the pupils themselves, who have, for 
the most part, reached an age at which 
tihelr conduct should be largely 
seK- 
regulated 
It seems likely and is highly 
desirable that the pupils will soon evolve 
a system of partial self-government sim- 
ilar to that which has been found to 
be so effective In some of our colleges. 
"In order to obtain the greatest re- 
turn for the expensive equipment of the 
new high school. It seems highly de- 
sirable as soon as practicable to organize 
evening classes in commercial and tech- 
nical branches, modern languages, and 
such other subjects as may be called for 
for the benefit of young people who are 
unable to attend the day sessions of the 
high school."

Dunphy Gets Divorce 


Dunphy's most recont escapade was 
to refuse payment for an automobile tor 
which offense ne snent a night in the 
City Prison and was brought into the 
Police Court in the morning in the chain 
gang. The Dunphy divorce case was one 
of the most sensational ever fought out 
here. 
Mrs. Dunphy was finally granted an In- 
terlocutory decree on September 8th of 
last year and was allowed 560,000 which, 
It was claimed, WHS a third of her hus- 
band's estate. Shortly afterward Dunphy 
showed that at the time she v,as mar- 
ried to him she was not legally separ- 
ated from her former husband.
